HALF A MILLION DOLLARS, 
but the confused mags of accounts promise to 
develope a defaleation of a million dollars, and 
cover a period of five years. Speculation in 
stocks and gold is the cause of the loss, and is 
marked in one instance by his being caught in 
the whirlpool of the famous Black Friday in 
September, 1869. For ten days past the Pay 
Depari ment had its suspicions excited over the 
erratic condition of Hodge's accounts, and 
pressed him fora settlement. He evaded that 
until a peremptory order was issued for their set- 
tlement by Monday last. Hodge then saw that 
_ exposure was inevitable, and

and on Sunday wrote a letter to the Paymaster 
General, stating that he appropriated Govern- 
ment funds at stated times for many months, 
and had made false entries and statements to 
cover up the deficit; that he used the money ft 
New York in speculating; that one firm with 
whom he dealt knew they were Government 
funds they were using, and that he had lost so 
heavily that be was unable to do more than to 
turn over his brown stone front and some 
other assets, amounting to not more than 
fifty thousand dollars, to the Government. 
On the day he wrote this letter he became 
quite ill from nervous prostration, and wag not 
able to be removed to his place of imprisonment 
til] last night.

In Kentucky, where there is no such 
need, we find them ignoring the National 
Democracy and bent only on flattering 
those local prejudices which are consid- 
ered strong enough to keep them in office. 
There is no thought of helping our strug- 
gling friends elsewhere. They act as if 
Kentucky hasthe world in a sling, and 
that, they being secure, it is no matter 
what becomes of the Democrats in the 
other States. Governor Lesiiz declared 
last summer in so many words that he did 
not care what the Democrats of other 
States might be for, Ae was for repealing 
the amendments. Mr. RopMAN said pfetty 
much the same thing; and away went the 
Radical correspondents and proclaimed 
the declarations of Kentucky's chosen sons 
as material for Radical campaign consump- 
tion in the Northern States. 

These are facts. Wedo not state them 
in a hostile spirit. We seek to harmonize 
the party here and elsewhere. But it can- 
not be harmonized unless we know where 
we stand. And where do we stand? 
Are we going to accept the amendments 
or are we going to repealthem? We can 
not ignore them, for they are before the 
country, and the Radicals press them 
everywhere as an issue. What shall 
we do? 

This is the question which we can not 
escape and must decide. The Bourbons 
are pledged to nullification or repeal. 
The National Democracy are pledged just 
the other way. But all of us agree to 
unite on one or the other proposition. 
Now, let us settle it before we get into 
general action. Let the Bourbons pre- 
pare the two resolutions which we speci- 
fied yesterday, and let us discuss them as 
the basis of future action or 
non-action in our next State Con- 
vention. Let one resolution 
declare that the Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
amendments, being begot in corruption 
and executed by fraud, are null and void, 
and let the other resolution instruct the 
Kentucky delegation to make this a sine 
gua non to the National Democratic plat- 
form. This will give us something tangi- 
ble to consider and conclude upon. Other- 
wise, what are the Bourbons fighting 
about? If they are not for nullifying or 
repealing the amendments, what are they 
for? If they are for nullification and re- 
peal, why -not formalize their scheme so 
that we can consider it? Do they merely 
wish to cajole the people? Are they 
seeking simply to tickle both sides, to 
be both for and against the amendments, 
throwing dust into the eyes of everybody, 
and all for the sake of a harmony the only 
result of which, as seen so far, is the re- 
tention of themselves in office? 


A Word to the Bishops. 

The oftice-holding and oifice-seeking 
elements are sadly agitated over what they 
regard as a species of personal imputation 
comained in our very mild surmise that 
they can be moved in anything by selfish 
considerations. Is it possible that they set 
themselves adore the common influences of 
all human nature and expect people to be- 
lieve that they are so pure and holy in 
their hearts that the desire to retain an 
office or the hope of getting one may not 
afiect them in thought, speech or act? 

It is legitimate for a man to do what he 
is able to do, inside of the obligations of 
personal honor, to achieve the impulses of 
an honorable ambition; but it is also 
legitimate, and assuredly wise, for the 
people to consider the motives which must 
necessarily press upon him and the more 
or less selfish circumstances that must 
needs weigh with him. There are plenty 
of good men holding and seeking office in 
Kentucky. But is that any reason why 
the people should take their eyes off them 
and accept everything on trust? 

We disclaim, in toto, any and all per- 
sonal feeling. We have no ax to grind, no 
cherished feeling of revenge to serve, and 
no disposition to assail the private charac- 
ter of any person. When we wish to call 
any man to question or account; we shall 
not fail to do so specifically, and all as- 
sumptions that pique or ill-will or covert 
malice controls us, or ever has, are un- 
founded and gratuitous. In matters of the 
kind we abjure reticence and discretion. 
What we think we are apt to blurt out; 
and no class or individual need ever seek 
to detect any lurking insinuations, for we 


‘deal in nothing of the kind. The office- 


holders and the office-seekers and the 
party managers are public property. We 
shall observe them with constancy and 
criticise them without stint. They will 
have occasion to wince only under truths 
plainly but courteously spoken, and they 
must not blame us for telling the truth.

In any city or town of more than twenty 
thousand inhabitants, whenever any two citi- 
zeus shall make known their desire to have any 
election at which a Federal officer is to be 
chosen, guarded and scrutinized, the jude shall 
open his court and appoint, for each voting pre- 
cinect for which such an application has been 
made, two citizens, of different political 3, 
who shail be speciai supervisors of that election. 
These supervisors shall attend the election; 
count the votes; challenge any whose qualific a- 
tions they doubt; remain with the bailot-box 
from the opening of the polis till the votes are 
counted; personally ins spect and scrutinize the 
manner in which the voting is done, and how the 
poll-books are made and t. They shall per- 
sonally scrutinize, count and canvass each and 
every baliot, and make and send to the chief 
supervisor such return as he may require, and 
attach to any return, though made uuder State 
or municipal law, any statement touching the 
fairness of the election. 

The supervisors, or either of them, shall ta 
and keep in such position, before or behind 9 
baliot-box, as they may think best,to enable 
them to see each person offering to vote and to 
scrutinize the manner of voting. At the closing 
of the polls they are to take such position about 
the ot-box as they may think nacessary 
for canvassing the votes, and shall romain there
